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{sch as coavulfions, and other figns of 2 vi- 
olent death, I was fully convinced that they 
fell victims to the poifon. 

This effe& of the poiien at fo great a dif- 
tance from the tree, certainly appears far- 
prifing and almo& incredible; and eipe- 
cially when we confider that it is poflible 
for delinquents who approach the tree to 
return alive. My wonder, however, ina 
great meafure, ceafed, after I had made the 
following obfervations ; 

I have faid before, that malefa€ors are 
inftruéted to goto the tree with the wind, 
and return againit the wind. When 
the wiad continues to blow from the 
fame quarter while the delinquent travels 
thirty, or fix and thirty miles, if he be of 
a good conftitution he certainly furvives. 
But what proves the moft deftruétive is, 
hat there is no dependence on the wind in 
that part of the world for any length of 
time. There are no regular land winds ; 
and the fea winds are not perceived there 
at all, the fituation of the tree oeing at too 
great a diflance,. an d furrounded by high 

ountains. It is alfo frequently difficult 
to determine from what part of the globe 
the wind really comes, asit is divided by 
various obitructions in its paliage, which 
eafily changes the direction of the wind, and 
often totally deftroy_its effect. 

I therefore impute the diftant effects of 
the poifon, ina great meafure to the con- 
ftant gentle winds.in thole parts, which 
have not power enough to difperfe the poi- | 
fonous particles. If high winds were more | 
frequent and durable there, they would cer- 
tain ly wezken very much, and even deftroy 
the obnoxious effluvia of the poifon; bat 
without them, the air remains infected and 

pregnant with thefe ponfonous vapours. 

L am the more convinced of this, as the 
worthy ecclefiaftic affures me that a dead 
calm is aiways attended with the greatetft | 
danger, as there is a continual per{piration { 
ifiuing from the tree, which is feen to rife 
and {pread itfelf in the air, like the putrid 
fieam of a marfhy cavern. 
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Exper‘ment made with the Gam of the Upas- 
Tree, 

IN the year 1776, in the month of Feb- 
ruary, I was prefent at the execution of 
thirteen of the Emperor's concubines, at 
Socra-Charta, «ho were. convitted of in-

law of their great prophet Mahomet, to ac- 
knowledge and to affirm by an oath, that 
the charges brought againft them, together 
with the fentence and their punifhment, 
were fairand equitable. This they did by 
laying their right hands onthe Alcoran, 
their left hands upon their breaft, and their 
eyes lifted towards heaven; the Judge then 
held the Alcorar to their lips, and they kifl- 
ed it. 

Thefe ceremonies over, the executioner 
proceeded on his bufinefs in the following 





manner: Thirteen pofts each about five 
feet high, had been previoufly ere€ted. To 
thefe the delinquents were faftened, and 


their breafts ftripped naked. In this fitua- 
tion they remained a fhort time in continual 
prayers, attended by feveral priefts, until 
a fignal was given by the Judge to the ex- 
ecuticner ; on which the Leeshe produced an 
inftrament, much like the {pring lancet uf- 
ed by farriers for bleeding hories. With 
this inftrument, it being poifoned with the 
gum of the Upas, the unhappy wretches 
were lanced in rte middie ot the breatts, 
and the operation was performed upen them 


My aftonifhment was raifed to the higheft 
degree, when I beheld the fudden effects of 
that poifon, for in about five minutes after 
they were Janced, they were taken with a 
tremour, attended with a fubfultus tendin- 
lam, after which they diedinthe greateft 
agonies, crying out to God and Mahomet 
for mercy. In fixteen minutes, by my 
watch,. which I held in my hand, al! the 
criminals were no more. Some hours after 
their death, I obferved their bodies full of 
livid fpots, much like thojle of the petechiz, 
their faces fwelled, their colour changed to 
a kind of blue, their eyes looked yellow, 
&e. &c. 

About a fortnight after this, I had an op- 
portunity of feeing fuch another execution 
at Samarang. Seven Malayans‘were exe- 
cuted with the fame inftraments, and in the 
fame. manner, and I found the operation of

Thefe cicamftances made me defirous of 
trying an experiment’ with fome animals,

I ¢hought ic neceffary to try alfo the eff 
fects of the poifon given inwardly, whid 
I did in the phen manner. I diflolved 
a quarter of gum in halfan ounce of arrack( 
and made a dog of feven months old drink} 
it, In feven minutes a reaching enft fi" 
and I obferved, at the fame time, thac the 
animal was delirious, as it ran up and down! 
the room, fell on the ground, and tumbled 
about ; then it rofe again, cried out very 
load, ‘and in about half an hour after was” 
feized with convulfions and died. Io 
ed the body, and found the ftomach very 
much inflamed, as the inteftines were in 
fome places, but not fo much as the ftomach. 
There was a {mall quantity of 
blood in the ftomach, but I could difce 
orifice from which it could have peng 
thereforefuppofed it to have been 
out of the lungs, by the animal’s Rraining 
while it was vomiting. 

From thefe experiments I have been 
vinced, that the gum of the Upas ey : 
moit dangerous and molt violent ef all ve- | 
getable poifons ; and I am apt to believe | 
that it greatly contributes to the unhealthi- » 
neis of that ifland.

The news from this country 1s exceeding- 
unfavourable, the Indians have done us 
more mifchief this year, than at leaft four 
years paft. Scarce a boat can pafs below 
Limeftone but what is attacked by them, 
fix or feven have been taken, forme with va- 
luable lading ; by a prifoner which efcaped 
from them, we are informed, that the ltdi- 
ans have procured a boat, of rather a kind of 
a floating battery, with fides built high and 
bullet proof; this boat is itationed near the 
Great Miami. ‘They lately took a boat in 
which was a Capt. Afhby, with his family, 
afon of Capt. Athby’s having been very 
{pirited in the oppofition, the favages im- 
mediately put him to death, cut out his 
heart and broiled it, which they afterwards 
devoured in the prefence of the unhappy fa- 
ther, who has fiace made his efcape from 
themandcomein. This is a piece of fa- 
vage tury that I have never heard of be 
ing practifed before. They frequently make 
their appearance rouud our trontiers, but 
not with the fame fuccefs as on the river; 
three of the wretches were killed laft week. 
Five Indians had penetrated into the coun- 
try within a few miles of Col. Benjamin Lo- 
gan’s but two of them forfeited their lives 
for their temerity.

adminiftration of the united 
{tates. Our new conftitution is 
of that expanfive nature as to 
admit of a communication of 
its privileges to that group of 
new {tates which eré long will 
be planted in our weftern terri- 
tory; provifion is made for 
reeciving them into the union 
as faftas they are formed.— 
This is founded on fuch gene- 
rous principles as will divert 
them from foreign connexions 
or feparate confederacies. 
What a god-like work, to em- 
brace our growing numbers & 
extending ifettlements in on 
eficient fyitem of government, 
This. our new conftitution:pro- 
nuifes, and from the humanity 
of the age and the liberal prin- 
ciples of its policy, itis likely 
to perform. Within one cent- 
ury the citizens of the united 
ftates will probably be five 
times as numerous as the inha- 
bitants of Great-Britain.
